Even if you have a planting of Dutch dris from last year, we suggest that you 
add a few bags of fresh bulbs to maintain the quality of your planting. All of 
our bulbs have been grown in Holland, spaced in the field, under the finest 
possible conditions and will produce blooms superior to those which have ‘been 
left in the ground and which have become one-sided due to crowding. 


Dutch Iris are most effective if planted in mass and our low prices make this 
possible. One very effective way of planting Iris is in clumps of 12 or more in 
a single color to the clump, with the bulbs planted not further than 1” apart. If 
they are planted in a bed, we recommend spacing about 4"’ apart each way. 
At this spacing a bag of 36 bulbs will plant 4 square feet of bed space. For a 
border planting, we recommend a triple row of bulbs about 2" apart each way. 
At this spacing, a bag of 36 bulbs will plant 2 feet of row. Since Dutch Iris pro- 
duces little foliage and stems from 12" to 18" above the ground, they can be 
planted in with low growing bedding plants such as pansies, allisum or calen- 
dulas.

Tulips are the favorite Spring bulb all around the world. Many varieties are 
beautiful, easy to grow, long lasting and reliable, but there are thousands of 
varieties of tulips, many of which are lacking in one or more of the above char- 
acteristics. Price is no indication of quality since many of the most expensive bulbs 
are expensive because they are difficult to grow. Certain of the cheapest varieties 
are inexpensive because they are very easy to grow while others are inexpensive 
because they produce poor quality blooms and are not much in demand. 


After considerable research, we have arrived at, the conclusion that the outstand- 
ing variety of tulip for the Eastern and Southeastern part of the United States is 
Red Matador. Under average garden conditions, it produces the largest bloom 
of any tulip and is almost invariably perfectly formed, beautifully colored and 
long lasting. In addition to this outstanding variety, we offer what we consider to 
be the best in each of the major color groups—yellow, white, lavender, pink, and 
bi-color. All of these varieties rate high in beauty, vigor, size and bloom life. 


We do not think you can get tulips which would give you greater satisfaction at 
ciny price. For simplicity’s sake, we offer only these varieties by name. If a wider 
selection of varieties is desired, our mixture is made up of about 50 of the choicest 
of the thousands of available varieties. 


In areas where the ground freezes, the bulbs may be planted any time until the 
ground becomes too hard to work. In areas where the ground does not freeze, 
best results will be obtained if the bulbs are kept in the refrigerator—not in the 
freezing compartment—for about 6 weeks prior to planting.
